Beitenacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SectroNy 1. That the frustees of any school district, peweroftruxtacs
or the board of education of any city, town, or organ-
ized school district in this state, may provide for the
instruction of the pupils of the common schools in
their district, or such as may desire it, in any of the
foreign languages, for one hour each day; Provided,
that the teacher of such school is competent to give
such instruction, or a proper instruector for such pur-
pose can be obtained.

Src. 2. This act shall take effect and he in force
from and after its passage.
